From the source 


to the flat country is a distance on a 
straight line of perhaps 130 miles. White 
river between these points has a course 
of over UOO miles; some <;stiiiialcs make 
it ],000 miles. 


The beginning is near the Indian Terri- 


tory border in the westi'i-u part of Ar- 
kansas. The water runs toward all points 
of the compass in quick succession many 
limes before it adopts a comparatively 
direct course to tlie Mississippi. From 
the IkiMon mountains the general course, 
with many a bend and curie, is north- 


i ward and northeastward into Missouri. 


Probably the highest point iu this direc- 


! tiou is Forsytb, near the center of Tiinoy 


counly. From this place the White wrig- 
gles its way back into Arkansas anil down 


1 through Marion county, to where the 


Buffalo joins it. 
But not until the Mis- 


bouri-Arkansas bonier has been crossed 
seven time's docs the uncertain stream 
bear away to the southeastward to stay.

"White" aptly describes the ap 


penrance. A nearby view from the banks 
reveals a degree of purity which is no 
equaled by any other western river. The 
contrast of comparison with the streams 
which flow through alluvial country 
striking. 
White river lias its origin in 


mountain springs. 
Numberless under 


ground channels in the limestone strata 
help to swell the volume. 
Tributaries 


vary from tiny rivulets starting high up 
on tlie benches of the mountains to pow- 
erful streams which gush forth with 
roar from beneath shelves of overhang- 
iug rock. 
Twenty miles below Forsyth 


beside the White, is McGill spring, which 
pours out from the face of the cliff 
body of water strong enough to nm a 
large mill. It is a type of hundreds, while 
the smaller and unnamed springs can 
only be enumerated by tens of thousands. 
The Buffalo, the Crooked and the North 
Fork in like manner srow from 
the 


springs along their courses aud add to 
the While their contributions of the 
same clenr, sparkling water. 


Only when heavy rainfall occurs in the; 


watershed of the White does the water 
lose its distinctive character. Even then, 
while the

conveys 
to 


the river n considerable portion of the 
rainfall stained by tbe vegetation and 
the soil, the greater part sinks into un 
del-ground reservoirs and courses and, 
slowly filtering and settling, reaches tbe 
river through the springs, which defy the 
longest drought periods.

after protected rains. 
A 40 foot rise is 


not extraordinary iu the contracted parts 
of the valley. The water assumes a dirty 
whitish look.
